last Tuesday to leat! the country 
wa* “not the president of the Re­ 
publican party, but president of 
the United States.’' 
It would not do, said Governor 
Smith, to let bitterness, rancor or 
indignation 
over 
the 
result 
“ blind us to the outstanding fact 
that we are Americans.” 
Principles Sound 
Referring to the thousands of 
letters he said he had 
received 
since the election and since 
he 
had announced that he would not 
again he a candidate for public 
office, the governor said he had 
been asked “ not to lose interest” 
in the Democratic party. 
He said he did not regard the 
defeat of his party as interfering 
with the soundness of the princi­ 
ples for which it stood, and that 
with all the vigor he could com­ 
mand he would 
continue 
not 
only to stand for those 
princi­ 
ples but to “ battle 
for 
them.” 
he added a pledge of 
increasing 
interest in and devotion to them. 
The governor called the Demo­ 
cratic party “ the 
great 
liberal 
party of the nation” , leading pro­ 
gressive thought and holding out 
"the only hope of return to the 
fundamental principles on which 
this country was built and as a 
result of which it has grown and 
thrived.” 
“To the young men and 
wo­

Park was lined only with exclu­ 
sive hotels, 
cfubs 
representing 
the highest rung in the 
social 
ladder, nnd the sm artest of smart 
shops with names in miseroscopic 
lettering. 
Today it has been invaded by 
the chain stores— drug, grocery 
and clothing, and finally by a ten 
cent store and an orange drink 
stand. 
A couple of years ago Michigan 
avenue— that Is. that part Identi­ 
fied with 
downtown 
Chicago— 
possessed only one

store,

this year out of a piffer written 
by Dr. Leon Meunier, who quoted 
the old proverb that 
one man's 
meat is another 
man's 
poison. 
This likewise goes with wine. Not 
at all concerned with the princi­ 
ples of prohibition, Dr. Meunier 
pointed out that if wine is merely 
tasted and not swallowed It may 
ruin a man's stomach. 
Dr. Meunier has been a popular 
consultant among sommeliers and 
he has discovered that to sip good 
wine and then eject it from the 
mouth plays all sorts of tricks 
with the stomach. It causes an 
excess of gastric secretions very 
ruinous to digestion. 
The stomach, it would appear 
from Dr. Meunier’s learned diag­ 
nosis, knows a good thing when 
it feels It coming. When a sip of 
wine enters the mouth of a Bom 
melier his stomach immediately 
knows about It and gets ready to 
receive the liquid 
with 
enjoy­ 
ment. 
In other words, the gastric 
juices flow. 
But the business of 
a sommelier is to test wine, and 
not to drink it. 
so 
when 
he 
ejects it without swallowing his 
glands suffer and eventually be­ 
come seriously affected. The stom­ 
ach actually gets sore. 
Dr. Meun­ 
ier calls 
this 
“ Wine 
Tasters’ 
Stomach Ache” and he 
seriously 
warns against too much sipping 
and no swallowing. 
Although tile Concours de De­ 
gustation studiously 
deliberated 
on ways and means to avoid this 
malady, the alarm has 
not 
yet 
spread among the general public 
The habit of sipping may even 
be turned to profit, according to 
Dr. Meunier. 
For those who suf­ 
fer from lack of appetite, caused 
by insufficient gastric secretion, 
the practice of sipping without 
swallowing is the best of appetiz­ 
ers, he says. 
It starts tho flow 
of the juices and arouses the ap­ 
petite. 
it is an excellent teaser 
for a lazy stomach, but the only 
drawback Is that the patient is 
liable to forget himself and swal­ 
low the fluid, thus offsetting all 
the beneficial effects.

Mushroom Gives 
Warning by Odor 


New York— A curious orange- 
and-white mushroom, native 
to 
South America, has bobbed up at 
the New York Botanical Garden 
in Bronx Park. 
It is called the 
“ Stink H orn” because of an of­ 
fensive odor. 
This is the second known dis­ 
covery of the 
fungus 
in 
the 
northern hemisphere, 
says 
Dr. 
Fred J. Seaver, curator of fungi. 
“ How th© fungus gets to this 
country can only be 
surmised,” 
Dr. Seaver says. 
“ Perhaps 
It 
comes by shipboard, the 
spores 
being transported on plants. But 
this theory does not fit the case 
of inland Pennsylvania. 
“At an early stage the mush­ 
room looks like a small puffball. 
Then the puffball bursts open, 
and ut the fruiting stage the fun­ 
gus elongates and consists of a 
stem with three or 
four 
arms 
united at the top 
and 
covered 
with dark-colored spores. 
“The odor is thought to he a 
device of nature’s to attract in­ 
sects. who eat the slimy material 
on which the spores are bedded, 
and carry the spores around 
on 
their feet, distributing the fun­ 
gus. 
The insects attracted 
are 
flies that feed on flesh.” 


ARRAIGN KEYES

the United States. 
The conserva­ 
tive and labor parties are running 
strongly, with the liberal party 
third In power and influence. 
Although the dry block does not 
have the strength it has in the 
United State*, it is an element to 
be reckoned with. 
It can win or 
lose seats in the next parliament. 
It is a risky question and no party 
has yet come out with a definite 
utterance except the labor party, 
which favors local option. 
A bill known as 
the 
Ammon 
liquor popular control act, was in­ 
troduced into parliament at the 
last ’session, embodying the labor­ 
ite program of local option. 
The 
conservatives, 
led 
by 
Premier 
Baldwin, advocate continuance of 
the present system of liquor sales 
within restricted hours. 
The liberal party hopes to har­ 
vest temperance votes with several 
projects including local option or 
public ownership of liquor inter­ 
ests. These interests are a strong­ 
ly barricaded group in England 
and millions of dollars would have 
to be spent 
to 
dislodge 
them. 
Meanwhile there is sufficient fric­

liquor to m ake It worth while for 
political parties to play a cautious 
game.

most expensive object lesson in 
human history. 
It was the price 
th© human race paid for a long 
accum ulation of m istakes, follies 
and greeds. 
If we can put it all 
Jout of mind within two decades. 
we have learned nothing by it. 
W'e are simply asking for another 
spanking. 
But all of this moralizing 
is 
futile, after all.

If a m olar tooth is 
lost, 
the 
teeth on either side of it w ill be­ 
gin to tip toward 
each 
other, 
eventually practically closing the 
space between them . 
W hen these tw o teeth move, 
other teeth next to them w ill also 
begin to tip, so that finally ex­ 
tensive spaces w ill occur between 
the teeth.

What is to be by far the largest suspension bridge in the world, a $75.OOO,OOO structure, spanning 
the Hudson river between Fort Washington in New York, and Fort Lee, in New Jersey, here is pictured 
by Artist Mel Graff, of NEA Service, In process of construction. 
A hanging span 3500 feet In length 
will be anchored to two huge towers rising 635 feet into the air on each side of the river. 
Upper right 
is a comparative sketch showing how each of the towers could completely surround the 
Washington 
Monument. 
The four main cables, which will support the weight of the central span, will contain 106,- 
000 miles of steel wire and now are being made at a cost of more than twelve million dollars. 
The road­ 
way at the center of the span will be 253 feet above the water, only 20 feet lower than the very tops 
of the famed Brooklyn Bridge towers. The Hudson bridge will he opened to vehicular traffic in 1932.

OF FINE TALK 


Vice and Law Enforce­ 
ment Discussed by At­ 
torney Jackson 


“Crime and Law Enforcement” 
was the subject of one 
of 
the 
talks given by A ttorney Glenn W. 
Jackson before the Gladstone Ro­ 
tary club. 
Crime has increased by leaps 
and bounds' since 1900, the Prose­ 
cuting A ttorney stated in bls In­ 
troduction, as can be Illustrated 
by the increase of the homicide 
rate from 2.1 per 100,000 popu­ 
lation in 1900 to l l per 100,000 
population in 1926. 
Other crimes, he said, have in­ 
creased in proportion. 
"Crime costs this country more 
than all its educational Institu­ 
tions, charities 
and 
churches,” 
was one startling statem ent made 
in the talk. 
Going on to discuss theories. 
Attorney Jackson said th a t it was 
formerly through that a person 
was a crim inal because he 
was 
born th a t way and could not help 
his crim inal Instinct. This theory 
has been absolutely refuted 
by 
scientific investigation, he 
said. 
It was also thought th at crime 
was due to low mentality, but 
this is also an exploded theory, 
m ental tests of crim inals In the 
state of Illinois having 
shown 
them to be on a level with sol­ 
diers drafted during the way. 
Three Causes. 
The three principal causes of 
crime, A ttorney Jackson sum m ed 
up, are first, laziness; second, a 
desire for money and pleasures 
without earning them ; third, loss 
of respect for the law. 
The talk was one of the flneet 
heard at R otary in some tim e and 
it was received with hearty ap­ 
plause.
